Nixon, at a news conference, 
said the 45-year-old Kissin- 
ger, a native of Germany, will 
revamp the entire security 
planning machinery at the White 
House with an aim to preventing 
global crises rather than simply 
dealing with them as they arise.

nationally occurring on Califor- 
nia streets and highways. 


Latest figures showed 61 holi- 


day fatalities in California. 


The National Safety Council 


considers Thanksgiving a "stay 
at home" holiday and made no 
estimate of traffic deaths over 
the period. 


To provide a basis for com- 


parison, Tha Associated Press 
counted traffic deaths during a 
four.day nonholiday period. The 
count during thai period was 
530. 


The 1967 Thanksgiving traffic 


toll was 688. 


Traffic deaths during other 


holiday periods this year were 
New Years 376; Memorial Day 
629, a record for that holiday; 
Independence Day 620, and La- 
bor Day 688, also a record for 
that holiday.

U.S. Planes, Artillery

and artillery attacked a North 
Vietnamese position in the de- 
militarized zone Sunday after 
two U.S. reconnaissance planes 
were fired on, the U.S. com* 
mand said today.

Vietnam tacitly acknowledged 
an understanding to keep the 
DMZ free of military activity 
and refrainfrom indiscriminate 
attacks on major South Viet- 
namese cities in return for the 
bombing halt ordered Nov. 1.

conditional and that charges it 
is violating the DMZ are a

SAIGON (AP) — U.S. planes 
and artillery attacked a North 
Vietnamese position in the de­ 
militarized zone Sunday after 
two U.S. reconnaissance planes 
were fired on, the U.S. com­ 
mand said today. 
It was the first incident of ei* 
emy activity reported since last 
Tuesday in the six-mile-wide 
zone that separates North and 
South Vietnam. 
The U.S. attacks in the zone 
destroyed four bunkers and 100 
yards oí trenches and set off 
secondary explosion, indicating 
ammunition stores were hit, a 
U.S. spokesman said. The Am­ 
erican planes were not hit. 
In the American view, North 
V ietnam tacitly acknowledged 
an understanding to keep the 
DMZ free oí military activity 
and refrain from indiscriminate 
attacks on major South Viet­ 
namese cities in return for the 
bombing halt ordered Nov. 1. 
North Vietnam has claimed 
that the bombing halt was m* 
conditional and that charges it 
is violating the DMZ are a 
“ smoke screen to camouflage 
the intensification of the Ameri­ 
can aggressive war in South 
Vietnam and illegal American 
reconnaissance 
flights over 
North Vietnam.** 
U.S. headquarters also re­ 
ported that 717 Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese troops were 
killed in heavy fighting on three 
sides of Saigon in the past week. 
U.S. casualties were put at 37 
dead and 142 wounded, while

smoking, late hours and drug 
consumption. 
“ Advice of the physician Is 
too often ignored and slighted. 
The sense of well being result­ 
ing from our progress leads 
many people to assume that ill­ 
ness cannot strike them, or that 
cures are to be taken for grant­ 
ed.” 
The board 
made the com­ 
ments 
in urging the nation’s 
doctors to “ educate the Amer­ 
ican people to the growing role 
of the Individual in the delivery 
oí health care.” 
The 
report 
added: “While 


much progress has been made 
In overcoming many historic 
plagues of mankind, we find 
more and more Illness due, at 
least in part, to abuse and neg­ 
lect by the individual himself.” 
In a kindred vein, Dr. Dwight 
L. Wilbur of San Francisco, 
president oí the AMA, declared 
In his presidential address to 
the policy-making House of 
Delegates 
that millions 
of 
Americans 
falsely “ assume 
there are easy ways to stay 
well and youthful looking.” 
“The human being,” he said, 
“ remains the complex, finely 


tuned, vulnerable body each 
of us inherits; but millions 
resist the arduous and discipli­ 
nary requirements of really 
caring for it. 
“ Instead, they turn, among 
other things, to diet fads, patent 
medicines, a countless variety 
of pills, tobacco and alcohol, 
often 
Instant and inadequate 
exercise and quacks.” 
On another subject, Wilbur 
urged physicians to maintain 
“ effective self •discipline” as 
regards fees charged to pa­ 
tients, as one way to help cope 
with the “ rising cost ofhealth 


every day.**

SAIGON (AP) -U JB . planes 
and artillery attacked a North 
Vietnamese position in the de­ 
militarized zone Sunday after 
two U.S. reconnaissance planes 
were fired on, the U.S. com­ 
mand said today. 
It was the first incident of en­ 
emy activity reported since last 
Tuesday in the six-mile-wide 
zone that separates North and 
South Vietnam. 
The U.S. attacks in the zone 
destroyed four brokers and 100 
yards of trenches and set off 
secondary explosion, indicating 
ammunition stores were hit, a 
U.S. spokesman said. The Am» 
erlcan planes were not hit. 
In the American view, North 
Vietnam tacitly acknowledged 
an understanding to keep the 
DMZ free of military activity 
and refrainfrom indiscriminate 
attacks on major South Viet» 
n&mese cities in return for the 
bombing halt ordered Nov. 1. 
North Vietnam has claimed 
that the bombing halt was ui* 
conditional and that charges it 
is violating the DMZ are a 
"smoke screen to camouflage 
the intensification of the Ameri­ 
can aggressive war in South 
Vietnam and illegal American 
reconnaissance 
flights 
over 
North Vietnam." 
U.S. headquarters also re­ 
ported that 717 Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese troops were 
killed In heavy fighting on three 
sides of Saigon in the past week. 
U.S. casualties were put at 37 
dead and 142 wounded, while 
South 
Vietnamese 
casualties 


were discribed as light. 
In the air war, six waves of 
American B52s dropped more 
than 1,000 tons of bomba Sroday 
and today an arc north of Sai­ 
gon. 
Flying in formations of six

The sense of well being result­ 
ing from our progress leads 
many people to assume that ill­ 
ness cannot strike them, or that 
cures are to be taken for grant­ 
ed.” 
T ie board 
made the com­ 
ments 
in urging the nation’s 
doctors to "educate the Amer­ 
ican people to the growing role 
of the individual in the delivery 
of health care.” 
The 
report 
added; "While 


much progress has been made 
in overcoming many historic 
plagues of mankind, we find 
more and more illness due, at 
least in part, to abuse and neg­ 
lect by the individual himself.” 
In s kindred vein, Dr. Dwight 
L. Wilbur of San Francisco, 
president of the AMA, declared 
in his presidential address to 
the 
policy-making 
House of 
Delegates 
tost millions 
of 
Americans 
falsely 
"assume 
there are easy ways to stay 
well and youthful looking.” 
"The human being,” he said, 
"rem ains the complex, finely 


tuned, vulnerable 
body 
each 
of us inherits; but millions 
resist the arduous and discipli­ 
nary 
requirements of really 
caring for it. 
"Instead, 
they 
turn, among 
other things, to diet fads, patent 
medicines, a countless variety 
of pills, tobacco 
and alcohol, 
often 
instant 
and inadequate 
exercise and quacks.” 
On 
another subject, Wilbur 
urged physicians to maintain 
"effective 
self •discipline” as 
regards 
fees charged to pa­ 
tients, as one way to help cope 
with the "rising cost of health 


care.”

recommended that 
doctors "avoid 
hospitalising 
any patient unless it is absolu­ 
tely necessary” and "reduce 
the length of stays In Uspitals

sets. Whan you can do your 
part to keep a casual conver­ 
sation flowing along smoothly 
and avoid those awkward silen­ 
ces which make everybody feel 
uncomfortable, you've got it 
madel 
With Intimate acquaintance*, 
of course, there is rarely any 
c o n v e r s a t i o n a l 
problem. 
Friends 
usually 
Indulge In 
innocent 
gossip, 
occasional 
teasing and an exchange of con­ 
fidences. 
But none of these 
things should enter into a casual 
talk with someone you know only 
slightly. At a party, for in­ 
stance, perhaps you find your­ 
self with one or two persons 
whom you have formerly known 
only well enough to say "Hi!" 
The best way to make a good 
Impression and help to start the 
small talk is to select some top­ 
ic which the other person (a) 
will find It easy to talk about. 
The safest topic is something 
to do with the immediate group 
you are with, the place, or the 
purpose of the get-together.

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Unacceptable Disaster 


The coal mine tragedy at Mannington, W. Va., which apparently 


has taken the lives of 78 miners prompted Secretary of Interior 
Udall to declare that this nation no longer "can accept or will 
accept this type of disaster." The point he made was that with 
our advanced technology and unmatched resources we should surely 
be able to devise adequate safeguards against such occurrences. 


Doubtless 
Udall is right. The truth is that we have had an 


advanced technology for a long time, now, yet explosions and cave* 
ins still keep happening. One cannot escape the conclusion that, 
despite considerable effort, too little has been done. Accident 
prevention work has been good, but not good enough. 


Udall himself acknowledged this, distributing blame among all 


who share this responsibility. Neither "industry, labor nor my 
department," be said, "has done enough. We have been too com. 
placent." 


One is reminded of the terrible episode in Wales a couple of 


years or so back, when scores of chUdren lost their lives in a 
slide of mine tailings. Only then did British authorities begin to 
do, on a sufficient scale, what many had loog been saying should 
be done. 


It is easy to chide responsible officials when something like the 


West Virginia disaster occurs, easy to exhort them to take more 
effective action. The recurrence of such tragedies makes it plain, 
however, that those directly concerned with safety measures—in 
industry, 
in labor, in government—need to be challenged to 


greater effort. Mine disasters were once regarded as inevitable. 
In our day, as Secretary Udall implied, they are no longer toler. 
able. 


More Intriguing Than Moon 


Popular interest in the space program is pretty much concen. 


trated, Just now, on the forthcoming flight that will take a manned 
Apollo craft into lunar orbit and back to earth. Once that has been 
accomplished, interest will zero in on next year's attempt to land 
men on the moon. 


But what then? The most intriguing prospect in sight is that, 


within five years or less, ah unmanned craft will have landed on 
Mars and answered questions as to the presence—and if so, the 
nature—of life on that planet. In some ways, this will be of even 
greater interest than the moon landing. 


Scientists do not expect to find the storied "men on Mars." 


They suspect that life, if it exists in the red planet's hostile en. 
vironment, is limited mainly to microorganisms. But even such 
things would give priceless clues about the kind of universe we 
live in.- The Mars experiments loom big on the space horizon.

ignorance 


of its hazards.

cases a month 
are 
admitted 


to psychiatric wards. Many of 
these people may have their 
lives permanently threatened 
by the thrill of an LSD ex- 
perience. 


How often have we seen 


youngsters walking close to a 
third rail, tempting fate and 
enjoying: the thrill of tottering 
on the brink of destruction? 
How often have we seen in- 
experienced climbers tempting 
fate by walking as close to a 
precipice as possible? How 
often have we seen swimmers 
hundreds of yards from shore 
despite the warning signals of 
danger? Whether or not they 
are motivated by the same 
reason as those who rebel 
against authority with the 
easy way out of LSD is not 
significant. 


That which is important is 


that LSD can be a threat to 
the permanent health, physi- 
cal and emotional, of the per- 
son tempted to use it. I have 
heard all the arguments of the 
high school students who in 
their ignorance "know" all the 
answers about the safety of 
pot, speed, and smack. There 
is no more difficult problem 
than to combat ignorance that 
masquerades as truth. 


LSD is available, but so are 


guns with which to play Rus- 
sian roulette. Too often the 
adolescent has a simple ex- 
cuse when his best friend has 
been killed by such nonsense. 
••I did not know it was loaded 
when we began the game" or 
"I'm sorry" or "we were only 
kidding" has never brought 
life back to the victim. 


LSD is loaded dynamite. 


LSt> is pl»yin* Ru»»lan rou-

with lead. LSD is going over 
Niagara Palls in a barrel. LSD 
is deadly. An LSD trip Is not 
the way for modern youth to 
buy himself status. Those who 
in their ignorance threaten 
each other's lives by tempta- 
tions of destruction must be 
controlled by teaching. 


And now to avoid the let- 


ters that will quote the "re- 
markable aspects" of this 
drug, let me state that I know 
about them. LSD in the hands 
of highly specialized physi- 
cians and psychologists may 
yet open wide avenues for 
creativity and for the return 
to emotional health. They and 
only they can use this drug 
for 
specialized 
reasons 
in 


carefully selected cases. 


"Square" parents must im- 


press on their children that 
the danger of LSD is as great 
as lighting a cigarette with a 
stick of dynamite.

ON HOW NOT TO ARRIVE 


IN BERMUDA 


On the theme, Why are Ameri- 
cans such slobs, the answer so 
often given is that we do not 
often enough complain of mal- 
treatment, commercial, politi- 
cal, educational, philosophical. 
The rules of this column, which 
sponsors an occasional "Voice 
Your 
Personal Complaint," 


are: no politics, and nothing 
cosmic. My contribution for the 
season.. . . 


I found myself, a few weeks 


ago, afloat 30 miles west of 
Bermuda without fuel to power 
into the island, or sufficient 
time to tack in by sail and still 
catch the 6:15 flight to New 
York in time to dischare an af- 
ter-dinner speaking commit- 
ment. 
So, I called the Bermuda Ma- 
rine Operator 
who put me 


through to a boat company which 
kindly undertook to solve my 
problems. The company would 
send speedboat A to where we 
lay, and it would whisk me into 
Hamilton Harbor in time to 
catch my plane (Indeed, the 
manager grandly Informed me 
that BOAChad been "Instruct- 
ed" to hold their night in the 
event of my late arrival, which 
spoke marvels for thepersuas- 
Ivenss of the boat company, not 
to say the plibility of BOAC). 
Then Boat B, a little slower, 
would arrive with 20 or 30 gal- 
longs of fuel, sufficient to bring 
in my boat against wind and cur- 
rent. Boat B, the manager esti- 
mated over the radiotelephone, 
would charge "in the vicinity 
of $200," which I remember 
thinking a little steep, but then 
my dilemma (I had to get to 
New York; Spiro Agnew was 
among my guests, at a most 
ticklish political junction) was 
also steep. 
Anyway, Boat A arrived, a 
little late. The U.S. Navy had 
reported 
us 27 miles out, 


whereas actually we were 33 
miles out (could that be what 
happened to the Pueblo?). My 
companions and I lumbered on 
board and we sped to Hamilton 
Harbor, not, alas, in time to 
make the crucial flight. BOAC 
took off on time, in utter dis- 
regard of the manager's in- 
structions to await my arrival 
—Which certainly suggests that 
British manners are going to the 
dogs under a socialist govern- 
ment. 
So, the next morning, I called 
round to the manager for the 
bill for the services of Boat A, 
a Bertram 30-foot sports fish- 
erman with zowie 25 m.p.h. en- 
gines. How much, lasked jovial- 


ly? Well, he said, for the boat, 
$125. 
Reasonable, I thought reach- 
ing for my wallet. However— 
he raised his hand—mere is an 
additional charge of $62.50 for 
running outside Point Argus 
which, he said, nobody around 
here does, as a rule. 


I thought that a pity, inas- 


much as the water is really 
quite pleasant outside Point Ar- 
gus— but, well, maybe there is 
something spooky about Point 
Argus, and there wasn't any 
time to argue. I did wonder 
how the convention had arrived 
at the figure $62.50. Why the 
$2.50? Cost of living increase? 
And then: the cost of the gaso- 
line, he said, is $60. And gaso- 
line is expensive, indeed at one 
dollar a mile frighteningly so. 
Then — the manager, incred- 
ibly, was still talking, and my 
eyes began to glaze —there is 
the fee for the boat's pilot; 
$150. (Which comes to $25 per 
hour: not bad, not bad. Indeed, 
smashing.) 


Then—the pilot had aboard two 
assistants, one of whom slept 
all the way and indeed, while 
somnambulistically helping off- 
load my bags, fell right off the 
boat into the bay. I will charge 
for 
their services, said the 


manager handsomely, exactly 
what I pay them myself, which 
is eight dollars per hour. That 
makes $52 apiece. 
Stm it wasn't over. 
As for my own time, said the 
manager, you will appreciate 
that I spend all morning on the 
telephone, so I put that down for 
$100. 


Now, 
I hate the telephone. And 


quite understand charging one 
hundred dollars for spending 
all morning on the telephone. 
I mean, don't you? So, for the 
30 miles, and missing my plane, 
the bill was $601.50. I did not 
at the time have the bill for 
the services of Boat B, but in 
due course, the honest Boat B 
came In at the pre -specified 
$200. 


I take It to be a matter of 


pub lice service to advise mar- 
iners of the high cost of dis- 
tress in Bermuda waters. Per- 
haps others will want to begin 
a layaway plan, say three, four 
dollars a week, against the con- 
tingency in their middle age of 
having one day to call for five 
hours' use of a CO-foot sports 
fisherman. And even non-ma- 
riners, one supposes, will be 
interested to learn that it is pure 
legend to suppose that the his- 
tory books are correct in say- 
ing that, in Bermuda waters, 
piracy was abolished in the 


18th 
century.

WASHINGTON 
— The tragic 


fact behind the recent Wes1. Vir- 
ginia coal mine disaster which 
trapped 78 men is that mine No. 
9, where the tragedy occurred, 
had been inspected seven times 
since 1966 and seven times had 
been cited by federal inspectors 
for 
gaseous conditions and 


dangerous 
concentrations of 


coal dust. It had also been cited 
for unsafe electrical equipment 
20 times since 1966. 
Each time, the mine operator 
had cleared up the gassy and 
coal dust conditions within 24 
hours, but let the mine lapse 
back into dangerous conditions 
afterward. No penalty was im- 
posed. 
In fact, only one penalty has 
been imposed on any coal mine 
in the United States in the last 
16 years, as reported by this 
column on May 17 of this year. 
"The enforcement of the Coal 


Mine Safety Act of 1952," we 
reported, "has become a farce. 
Violation after violation has 
been cited since the act be- 
came law, but only one penalty 
has ever been assessed against 
a mine operator." 
This results from a tacit con- 
spiracy between the big coal 
operators, the United Mine 
Workers, whose officials seem 
more interested in high wages 
than in safety and, finally, Con- 
gressmen from the coal areas. 
Only one Congressman, Rep. 
Ken Hechler, Democrat of Hunt - 
ington, W. Va., has been a cru- 
sader for mine safety, though 
some other Congressmen out- 
side coal areas, such as James 
O'Hara, D-Mich., has tried to 
pass new legislation to prevent 
industrial accidents. The last 
time O'Hara held hearings, he 
was warned by Rep. Carl Per- 
kins from the Kentucky coal 
mine area not to call certain 
anti-coal operator witnesses,

COAL BOOM 
Meanwhile, the coal Industry 
is booming as never before. 
Costs have been reduced to a 
point where more and more big 
industries are finding it eco- 
nomical to use coal rather than 
oil. Twenty-seven per cent of 
the energy of the United States 
is now supplied by coal; profits 
have never been higher and the 
industry has been asking the 
Departments of Labor and HEW 
to help train 10,000 additional 
young miners. 
Nevertheless, mine safety has 
not improved. 
When President Truman sign- 
ed the Mine Safety Law in 195 2, 
he pointed out that the law was 
inadquate, and urged Congress 
to plug the loopholes which per- 
mitted the retention of danger- 
ous electrical equipment and 
faulty ventilation systems. 
"I am advised that these ex- 


emptions were provided to avoid 
any economical impact on the 
coal mining industry," Tru- 
man told Congress in 1952. 
"But they are so worded that 
the unsafe conditions and pract- 
ices could continue for years 
before the mines could be re- 
quired to comply with the law." 
The man who advised Truman 
on mine safety at that time was 
Ken Hechler, then a member 
of the White House staff and now 
a Congressman from West Vir- 
ginia.

Campbell owns is one written 
by President Zachary Taylor 
on June 21, 1849, which re- 
veals that the President was 
a worse speller than some of 
the high school dropouts of to- 
day.

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Unacceptable Disaster 
The coal mine tragedy at Maonington, W. Va., which apparently 
has taken the lives of 78 m iners prompted Secretary of Interior 
Udall to declare that this nation no longer “ can accept or will 
accept this type of d isaster.” 
The point he made was that with 
our advanced technology and unmatched resources we should surely 
be able to devise adequate safeguards against such occurrences. 


Doubtless 
Udall Is 
right. 
The truth is that we have had an 
advanced technology for a long tim e, now, yet explosions and cave- 
ins still keep happening. One cannot escape the conclusion that, 
despite considerable effort, too little has been done. Accident 
prevention work has been good, but not good enough. 


Udall himself acknowledged this, distributing blame among all 
who share this responsibility. 
Neither “ Industry, labor nor my 
departm ent/* he said, “ has done enough. We have been too com­ 
placent.** 


One is reminded of the terrible episode In Wales a couple of 
years or so back, when scores of children lost their lives In a 
slide of mine tailings. Only then did B ritish authorities begin to 
do, on a sufficient scale, what many had long been saying should 
be done. 


It is easy to chide responsible officials when something like the 
West Virginia disaster occurs, easy to exhort them to take more 
effective action. The recurrence of such tragedies makes it plain, 
however, that those directly concerned with safety m easures—In 
Industry, 
in labor, In government—need to be challenged to 
greater effort. Mine d isasters were once regarded as inevitable. 
In our day, as Secretary Udall implied, they are no longer toler­ 
able. 


More Intriguing Than Moon 


Popular Interest In the space program is pretty much conceiw 
trated, just now, on the forthcoming flight that will take a manned 
Apollo craft into lunar orbit and back to earth. Once that has been 
accomplished, interest will aero in on next year's attempt to land 
men on the moon. 


But what then? 
The most intriguing prospect in sight Is that, 
within five years or less, an unmanned craft will have landed on 
M ars and answered questions as to the presence— and If so, the 
nature—of life on that planet. In some ways, this will be of even 
greater interest than the moon landing. 


Scientists do not expect to find the storied “ men on Mars.** 
They suspect that life, if it exists in the red planet's hostile en. 
viroam ent, Is limited mainly to microorganisms. But even such 
things would give priceless d u es about the kind of universe we 
live in. 
The Mars experiments loom big on the space horizon.

Many of 
these people may have their 
lives permanently threatened 
by the thrill of an LSD ex­ 
perience. 
How often have we seen 
youngsters walking close to a 
third rah, tempting fate and 
enjoying the thrill of tottering 
on the brink of destruction? 
How often have we seen in­ 
experienced climbers tempting 
fate by walking as close to a 
precipice as possible? How 
often have we seen swimmers 
hundreds of yards from shore 
despite the warning signals of 
danger? Whether or not they 
are motivated by the same 
reason as those who rebel 
against 
authority with 
the 
easy way out of LSD. is not 
significant. 
That which is important is 
that LSD can be a threat to 
the perm anent health, physi­ 
cal and emotional, of the per­ 
son tem pted to use it. I have 
heard all the arguments of the 
high school students who In 
their ignorance “know all the 
answers about the safety of 
pot, speed, and smack. There 
is no more difficult problem 
than to combat ignorance that 
masquerades as truth. 
LSD is available, but so are 
guns with which to play Rus­ 
sian roulette. Too often the 
adolescent has a simple fex- 
cuse when his best friend has 
been killed by such nonsense. 
♦*I did not know it was loaded 
when we began the game” or 
•Tm sorry" or "we were only 
kidding" has never brought 
life back to the victim 
LSD 
is 
loaded 
dynamite. 
LSD is playing Russian rou­ 
lette with all six barrels filled 


with lead. LSD is going over 
Niagara Falls in a barrel. LSD 
is deadly. An LSD trip is not 
the way for modem youth to 
buy himself status. Those who 
in their ignorance threaten 
each other’s lives by tem pta­ 
tions of destruction must be 
controlled by teaching. 
And now to avoid the let­ 
ters that will quote the “re­ 
markable 
aspects" 
of 
this 
drug, let me state th a t I know 
about them. LSD in the hands 
of highly specialized physi­ 
cians and psychologists may 
yet open wide avenues for 
creativity and for the return 
to emotional health. They and 
only they can use this drug 
for 
specialized 
reasons 
in 
carefully selected cases. 
"Square” parents must im­ 
press on their children that 
the danger of LSD is as great 
as lighting a cigarette wtth a 
stick of dynamite.

IN BERMUDA 
On the theme, Why are A m eri­ 
cans such slobs, the answer so 
often given is that we do not 
often enough complain of m al­ 
treatm ent, commercial, politi­ 
cal, educational, philosophical. 
The rules of this column, which 
sponsors an occassional “ Voice 
Your 
Personal 
Complaint,** 
are: no politics, and nothing 
cosmic. My contribution for the 
seaso n .. . . 
I found myself, a few weeks 
ago, afloat 30 miles west of 
Bermuda without fuel to power 
into 
the Island, or sufficient 
time to tack in by sail and still 
catch the 6:15 flight to New 
York in time to disc hare an af­ 
ter-dinner 
speaking commit­ 
ment. 
So, I called the Bermuda Ma­ 
rine 
Operator 
who 
put me 
through to a boat company which 
kindly undertook to solve my 
problems. The company would 
send speedboat A to where we 
lay, and It would whisk me into 
Hamilton Harbor In time to 
catch my plane (indeed, the 
manager grandly Informed me 
that BOAChad been “ instruct­ 
ed** to hold their flight in the 
event of my late arrival, which 
spoke m arvels for the persuas- 
ivenss of the boat company, not 
to say toe plibllity oí BOAC). 
Then Boat B, a little slower, 
would arrive with 20 or 30 gal- 
longs of fuel, sufficient to bring 
in my boat against wind and cur­ 
rent. Boat B, toe manager esti­ 
mated over the radiotelephone, 
would charge “ in toe vicinity 
of $200,** which I rem em ber 
thinking a little steep, but then 
my dilemma (I had to get to 
New York; Spiro Agnew was 
among my guests, at a most 
ticklish political junction) was 
also steep. 
Anyway, Boat A arrived, a 
little late. The UJS. Navy had 
reported 
us 
27 
m iles out, 
whereas actually we were 33 
m iles out (could that be what 
happened to the Pueblo?). My 
companions and I lumbered on 
board and we sped to Hamilton 
Harbor, not, alas, in time to 
make toe crucial flight. BOAC 
took off on time, in utter dis­ 
regard of toe manager’s in­ 
structions to await my arrival 
—which certainly suggests that 
British manners are going to toe 
dogs under a socialist govern­ 
ment. 
So, toe next morning, I called 
round to toe manager for the 
bill for toe services of Boat A, 
a Bertram 30-foot sports fish­ 
erm an with zowie 25 m.pto. en­ 
gines. How much, I asked jovial­ 


ly? Well, he said, for toe boat, 
$125. 
Reasonable, I thought reach­ 
ing for my wallet. However— 
he raised his hand—there is an 
additional charge of $62.50 for 
naming outside Point Argus 
which, he said, nobody around 
here does, as a rule. 
I thought that a pity, inas­ 
much as toe water is really 
quite pleasant outside Point A r­ 
gus— but, well, maybe there is 
something spooky about Point 
Argus, and there wasn’t any 
time to argue. I did wonder 
how the convention had arrived 
at the figure $62.50. Why the 
$2.50? Cost of living increase? 
And toen: toe cost of the gaso­ 
line, he said, is $60. And gaso­ 
line is expensive, indeed at one 
dollar a mile frighteningly so. 
Then — toe manager, incred­ 
ibly, was still talking, and my 
eyes began to glaze —there is 
toe fee for the boat's pilot: 
$150. (Which comes to $25 per 
hour; not bad, not bad. Indeed, 
smashing.) 
Then—the pilot had aboard two 
assistants, one of whom slept 
all toe way and indeed, while 
somnambulistically helping off­ 
load my bags, fell right off toe 
boat into the bay. I will charge 
for 
their services, said toe 
manager handsomely, exactly 
what I pay them myself, which 
is eight dollars per hour. That 
makes $52 apiece. 
Still It wasn't over. 
As for my own time, said the 
manager, you will appreciate 
that I spend all morning on the 
telephone, so I put that down for 
$100. 
Now, I hate the telephone. And 
quite understand charging one 
hundred dollars for spending 
all morning on toe telephone. 
I mean, don’t you? So, for toe 
30 m iles, and m issing my plane, 
the bill was $601.50. I did not 
at toe time have toe bill for 
the services of Boat B, but in 
due course, toe honest Boat B 
came in at toe pre -specified 
$200. 
I take it to be a matter of 
publice service to advise m ar­ 
iners of toe high cost of dis­ 
tre ss in Bermuda waters. P er­ 
haps others will want to begin 
a layaway plan, say three, tour 
dollars a week, against the con­ 
tingency in their middle age of 
having one day to call for five 
hours* use of a JO-foot sports 
fisherm an. And even non-ma­

- The tragic 
fact behind the recent Wes’. V ir­ 
ginia coal mine disaster which 
trapped 78 men is that mine No. 
9, where the tragedy occurred, 
had been Inspected seven tim es 
since 1966 and seven times had 
been cited by federal Inspectors 
for 
gaseous 
conditions 
and 
dangerous 
concentrations of 
coal dust. It had also been cited 
for unsafe electrical equipment 
20 times since 1966. 
Each time, the mine operator 
had cleared up the gassy and 
coal dust conditions within 24 
hours, but let the mine lapse 
back Into dangerous conditions 
afterward. No penalty was im . 
posed. 
In fact, only one penalty has 
been imposed on any coal mine 
in the United States in the last 
16 years, as reported by this 
cdlumn on May 17 of this year. 
“ The enforcement of the Coal 
Mine Safety Act oí 1952,” we 
reported, “ has become a farce. 
Violation after violation has 
been cited since the act be­ 
came law, but only one penalty 
has ever been assessed against 
a mine operator.** 
This results from a tacit con­ 
spiracy between the big coal 
operators, 
the 
United 
Mine 
W orkers, whose officials seem 
more Interested in high wages 
than in safety and, finally,Con­ 
gressm en from the coal areas. 
Only 
one Congressman, Rep. 
Ken Hechler, Democrat of Hunt - 
ington, W. Va., has been a cru­ 
sader for mine safety, though 
some other Congressmen out­ 
side coal areas, such as James 
O’Hara, D-Mlch., has tried to 
pass new legislation to prevent 
industrial accidents. The last 
tim e O’Hara held hearings, he 
was warned by Rep. Carl P e r­ 
kins from the Kentucky coal 
mine area not to call certain 
anti-coal operator witnesses, 


COAL BOOM 
Meanwhile, the coal Industry 
is booming as never before. 
Costs have been reduced to a 
point where more and more big 
industries are finding it eco­ 
nomical to use coal rather than 
oil. Twenty-seven per cent of 
the energy of the United States 
is now supplied by coal; profits 
have never been higher and the 
industry has been asking the 
Departments of Labor and HEW 
to help train 10,000 additional 
young m iners. 
Nevertheless, mine safety has 
not improved. 
When President Truman sign­ 
ed the Mine Safety Law in 1952, 
he pointed out that the law was 
inadquate, and urged Congress 
to plug the loopholes which p er­ 
mitted the retention of danger­ 
ous electrical equipment and 
faulty ventilation system s. 
“ I am advised that these ex­ 
emptions were provided to avoid 
any economical impact on the 
coal mining industry,” T ru­ 
man told Congress in 1952. 
“ But they are so worded that 
the unsafe conditions and pract­ 
ices could continue for years 
before the mines could be re ­ 
quired to comply with the law.” 
The man who advised Truman 
on mine safety at that tim e was 
Ken Hechler, then a member 
of the White House staff and now 
a Congressman from West V ir­ 
ginia. Hechler points out that 
exactly the “ unsafe conditions” 
which Truman predicted have 
continued for years. 
On Sept. 11, President Johnson 
sent a message to Congress 
proposing that the Mine Safety 
Act of 1952 be updated by plac­ 
ing 
the 
working face of the 
mine, where half of all fatalit­ 
ies occur, under federal Juris­ 
diction. The working face of the 
mine was exempted under the 
1952 act. 
Johnson also proposed out­ 
lawing some of the old and un­ 
safe electrical equipment now 
in use, and setting up drastic 
penalties to prevent such health 
hazards as coal dust. 
The Johnson proposals were 


introduced by H«P* Hechler. 
They did not pash. 
The old law, riddled with loop­ 
holes, is still in effect, which is 
one reason why 78 miners were 
trapped below the surface in 
West Virginia last week. 
Note; In the same mine No. 9 
there were explosions in 1954 
and ’55 when 20 men were kill­ 
ed. Mine No. 9 is owned by 
Consolidation Coal 
Company 
which 1s part of the giant Hanna 
coal 
empire 
organized by 
George M. Humphrey, Secre­ 
tary 
of the Treasury under 
President Elsenhower. 


LETTERS OF PRESIDENTS 
The most amazing collection 
of letters written in longhand 
by Presidents erf the United 
States is in the possession of 
Douglass Campbell of New York 
City. 
Campbell, who has been busy 
collecting the handwritten le t­ 
ters of Presidents for years, 
finds It is 
easier to locate a 
letter written by a President 
100 years ago than one written 
by Lyndon B. Johnson. The re a ­ 
son is that Johnson uses the 
typewriter. E arlier Presidents 
used the quill, later a steel pen. 
Among 
the 
unique letters 
Campbell owns Is one written 
by President Zachary Taylor 
on June 21, 1849, which r e ­ 
veals that the President was 
a worse speller than some of 
the high school dropouts of to­ 
day. Taylor’s letter reads. 
“ Dear Sir: 
“ Your letter of the 19th inst, 
asking to be imployed in some 
capacity as clerk or m essinjir 
in some of the public officers 
to departments in this plac, was 
duly reed and 1 have to Inform 
you in the appointments refer­ 
red to I do not meddle or inter­ 
fere they are made by the heads 
of the departments or bureaus 
to which they appertain, and I 
have also to state that there is 
now no vacancy of any kind in my 
gift of any offlc which I can be­ 
stow.

been reported 
in young peo­ 
ple who take 
“trips” in to­ 
tal ignorance 
of its hazards. 
In

to psychiatric wards. Many of 
these people may have their 
lives permanently threatened 
by the thrill of an LSD ex­ 
perience. 
How often have we seen 
youngsters walking close to a 
third rail, tempting fate and 
enjoying the thrill of tottering 
on the brink of destruction ? 
How often have we seen in­ 
experienced climbers tempting 
fate by walking as close to a 
precipice as possible ? How 
often have we seen swimmers 
hundreds of yards from shore 
despite the warning signals of 
danger? Whether or not they 
are motivated by the same 
reason as those who rebel 
against authority with the 
easy way out of LSD. is not 
significant. 
That which is important Is 
that LSD can be a threat to 
the permanent health, physi­ 
cal and emotional, of the per­ 
son tempted to use it. I have 
heard all the arguments of the 
high school students who in 
their ignorance “know” all the 
answers about the safety of 
pot, speed, and smack. There 
is no more difficult problem 
than to combat ignorance that 
masquerades as truth. 
LSD is available, but so are 
guns with which to play Rus­ 
sian roulette. Too often the 
adolescent has a simple Ex­ 
cuse when his test friend has 
tee* killed by sudi nonsense 
T did not know It was loaded 
when we began the game** or 
ttn sorry'* or “we were only 
Kidding* 
has never brought 
life back to ten vied » 
I a p |a loaded dynamite 
LSL is playing Russian rou­ 
lette with all si* barrels filled 


with lead. LSD is going over 
Niagara Falls in a barrel. LSD 
is deadly. An LSD trip is not 
the way for modem youth to 
buy himself status. Those who 
In their ignorance threaten 
each other's lives by tem pta­ 
tions of destruction must be 
controlled by teaching. 
And now to avoid the let­ 
ters that will quote the “re­ 
markable 
aspects” 
of 
this 
drug, let me state that I know 
about them. LSD in the hands 
of highly specialized physi­ 
cians and psychologists may 
yet open wide avenues for 
creativity and for the return 
to emotional health. They and 
only they can use this drug

“Square” parents must im­ 
press on their children that 
the danger of LSD is as great 
as lighting a cigarette with a 
stick of dynamite.

I found myself, a lew weeks 
ago, afloat 30 miles west of 
Bermuda without fuel to power 
into the island, or sufficient 
time to tack in by sail and still 
catch the 6:15 flight to New 
York In time to dischare an af­ 
ter-dinner speaking commit­ 
ment. 
So, I called tee Bermuda Ma­ 
rine Operator 
who put me 
through to a boat company which 
kindly undertook to solve my 
problems. The oompany would 
send speedboat A to where we 
lay, and it would whisk me into 
Hamilton Harbor In time to 
catch my plane (Indeed, tee 
manager grandly informed me 
that BOAChad been “ instruct­ 
ed** to hold their flight in tee 
event of my late arrival, which 
spoke marvels for thepersuas- 
lvenss of the boat oompany, not 
to say the plibility of BOAC). 
Then Boat B, a Little slower, 
would arrive with 20 or 30 gal- 
tongs of fuel, sufficient to bring 
In ray boat against wind and cur­ 
rent. Boat B, the manager esti­ 
mated over the radiotelephone, 
would charge “ in the vicinity 
of $200,'* which I remember 
thinking a little steep, but then 
my dilemma (I had to get to 
New York; Spiro Agnew was 
among my guests, at a most 
ticklish political junction) was 
also steep. 
Anyway, Boat A arrived, a 
little late. Hie UJS. Navy had 
reported us 
27 
miles out, 
whereas actually we were 33 
miles out (could that be what 
happened to the Pueblo?). My 
companions and I lumbered on 
board and we sped to Hamilton 
Harbor, not, alas, in time to 
make tee crucial flight. BOAC 
took off on time, in utter dis­ 
regard of the manager's in­ 
structions to await my arrival 
—which certainly suggests that 
British manners are going to the 
dogs under a socialist govern­ 
ment. 
So, the next morning, I called 
round to tee manager for the 
bill for tee services of Boat A, 
a Bertram 30-toot sports fish­ 
erman with zowie 25 m.pte. en­ 
gines. How much, I asked jovial­ 


ly? Well, he said, tor tee boat, 
$125. 
Reasonable, I thought reach­ 
ing tor my wallet. However— 
he raised his hand—there is an 
additional charge of $62.50 for 
naming outside Point Argus 
which, he said, nobody around 
here does, as a rule. 
I thought that a pity, inas­ 
much as tee water is really 
quite pleasant outside Point Ar­ 
gus— but, well, maybe there is 
something spooky about Point 
Argus, and there wasn't any 
time to argue. I did wonder 
how the convention had arrived 
at tee figure $62.50. Why the 
$2.50? Cost of living increase? 
And then: tee cost of tee gaso­ 
line, he said, is $60. And gaso­ 
line is expensive, indeed at one 
dollar a mile frighteningly so. 
Then — the manager, incred­ 
ibly, was still talking, and my 
eyes began to glaze —there is 
tee fee for the boat’s pilot: 
$150. (Which comes to $25 per 
hour: not bad, not bad. indeed, 
smashing.) 
Then—the pilot had aboard two 
assistants, one of whom slept 
all tee way and indeed, while 
somnambulistically helping off­ 
load my bags, fell right off tee 
boat into the bay. I will charge 
for their services, said the 
manager handsomely, exactly 
what I pay them myself, which 
Is eight dollars per hour. That 
makes $52 apiece. 
Still It wasn't over. 
As for my own time, said the 
manager, you will appreciate 
that I spend all morning on the 
telephone, so I put teat down for 
$100. 
Now, I hate the telephone. And 
quite understand charging one 
hundred dollars for spending 
all morning on the telephone. 
I mean, don't you? So, for tee

spiracy between the big coal 
operators, the United Mine 
Workers, whose officials seem 
more Interested In high wages 
than In safety and, finally, Con­ 
gressmen from the coal areas.

one Congressman, Rep. 
Ken Hechler, Democrat of Hunt­ 
ington, W. Va., has been a cru­ 
sader for mine safety, though 
some other Congressmen out­ 
side coal areas, such as James 
O'Hara, D-Mlch.f has tried to 
pass new legislation to prevent 
industrial accidents. The last 
time O’Hara held hearings, he 
was warned by Rep. Carl Per­ 
kins from the Kentucky coal

COAL BOOM 
Meanwhile, the eonl industry 
is booming as never before. 
Coets have been reduced to a 
point where more and more big 
industries are finding it eco­ 
nomical to use coal rather than 
oil. Twenty-seven per cent of 
the energy of the United States 
Is now supplied by coal; profits 
have never been higher and the 
Industry has been asking tha 
Dapertmauts of Labor and HEW 
to help train 10,000 additional 
young minara. 
Nevertheless, mint safety has 
not improved. 
When President Truman sign­ 
ed the Mine Safety Law in 1962, 
he pointed out that tha law was 
tnadquate, and urged Congress 
to plug the loopholes which per- 
mltted the retention of danger­ 
ous electrical equipment and 
faulty ventllatton systems.

The man who advised Truman 
on mine safety at that time was 
Ken Hechler, then a member 
of the White House staff and now 
a Congressman from West Vir­ 
ginia. Hechler points out that 
exactly the “ unsafe conditions” 
which Truman predicted have 
continued for years. 
On Sept. 11, President Johnson 
sent a message to Congress 
proposing that the Mine Safety 
Act of 1952 be updated by plac­ 
ing 
the working face of the 
mine, where half of all fatalit­ 
ies occur, under federal juris­ 
diction. The working face erf the 
mine was exempted under the 
1952 act. 
Johnson also proposed out­ 
lawing some of the old and un­ 
safe electrical equipment now 
in use, and setting up drastic 
penalties to prevent such health 
hazards as coal dust.

Convention Trouble Called 'Police Riot' 


By JAMES R, POLK 


WASHINGTON (AP)- Blood- 
shed in the streets of Chicago 
during the Democratic National 
Convention was a "police riot" 
that erifited in the face of ob- 
scene and violent harassment by 
antiwar protesters, says a spe- 
cial report to a presidential 
commission. 
The report, so earthy the Gov- 
ernment Printing Of flee refused 
to print it without deletion of an 
obscene four-letter word that 
appears 82 times, said police 
violence was mindless, unre- 
strained and Indiscriminate. 
It warned that it could happen 
again If guilty officers are not 
punished. 


Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. 


Daley, who commissioned his 
own television documentary to 
defend his police and his city, 
said Sunday of the new report 
"over-all it is an excellent 
study." 
Daley said the bulk of the Chi- 
cago police force reacted with 
responsibility 
during the five 


August nights of disorder in 
darkened parks and downtown 
streets. He said some police- 
men have been suspended for 
their part in the violence and 
still others face dismissal. 
A special task force compiled 
the report—an almost blow-by- 
blow account of the ferocity of 
the battles and the fever of the 
protests — for the President's 
commission on violence, which 
made it public without com- 
ment. 
The White House was silent 
on its reaction to the report. 
The task force said some po- 
lice struck down innocent by- 
standers and peaceful protest- 
ers as well as taunting antiwar 
antagonists. 
"To be sure, demonstrators 
threw things at policemen and 
at police cars,*'the report said, 
"but the weight of violence was 
overwhelming on the side of the 
police." 


More than 10,000 demonstra- 
tors — actually outnumbered by 
the police force and National 
Guardsmen — converged

Balding pacifist David Dellin- 
ger, leader of the peace pro- 
tests, said in New York Sun- 
day that the report has "some 
gratifying aspects." But, he in- 
sisted, it "overemphasizes the 
provocations on the part of the 
demonstrators."

The task force had the report 
printed privately after the GOP 
refused to put it out without 
being able to censor it. 
On the other side, 101 dem- 
onstrators 
were hospitalized 


and the protester's own medical 
teams estimated — without full 
records —more than 1,000 oth- 
ers were treated for tear gas or 
injuries. 
Among the other victims were 
63 newsmen attacked and beat- 
en by police. 
The report said police singled 
out reporters and cameramen 
as they tried to cover the melee 
in the streets and clubbed them 
with night sticks.
